He tells us Three or four lincs be- 
fore; Thatitis a Maxim — ot only that 
the Pope may at his Pleaſure Depoſe Kings, and diſpoſe 
of Crowns: but further, That the People may ever chuſe a 
King, when he ſhould elſe be an Heretick, So that 
after the Popes Example of Depoſing Proteſtant 
Kings, We may Depoſe Popiſh.

Sometel] us that the People are the Source of 
Government ; and that the Laſt Reſort in All Caſes 
of Principal Import muſt be to Them, Whereas, 
Firſt, there was a Providential Power, before any 
Subjet AFnally in Being, for That Power to exer- 
ciſe it ſelf Upon : Secozdly; there is nothing more 
Common, then for a People to convey away what 
Right they have, beyond a Power of Revocation. 
And if a man deſires to ſee the Covenants; the An- 
ſwer is, that the Conditions are either Expreſt, or 
Imply'd: Which word IMPLY'D ſerves to all. 
Turns and Purpoſes Imaginable. By a Power , 
IMPLY'D, a Proteſtant, as well as a Popiſh Succeſſour 
may be Diſmherited: A King in Poſſeſſron, Depo- 
ſed, whether Good, or Bad. For: who can ſet 
forth the Terms and Condition of an Unknown, and 
an Unbounded Power.

But . 
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But What if . That Repreſentative, ſhould prove 
Falſe too? The King was not pleas'd with the Par- 
liament of. 1641. nor the People with the Late Long 
Parliament: what's to be done Next; but only to 
go Together by the Ears about it, and when. they 
have their Bellies full, only Shxffle the Cards, and 
deal again. From theſe dark Reſerves of Govern- 
ment, the point Riſesby Degrees into Caſes of In- 
ſtance, and Illuſtration. As in the Caſe of Lunacy, 
or Unfitneſs to Govern ;, or if a Prince be really bent 
to Alienate his Kingdow. In Theſe Caſes itis taken 
up for granted, that the people may Depoſe and Sub- 
ſtitute Another Sovereign. But who ſhall judg 
now when ſuch a Caſe arrives? If the People; they
